But to answer your question 
I do not know more about what those records are and I doubt they have any assassination 
relevance. 

I'm glad to have those Hosty notes and I'll comment on some. I do realize that 
in making notes some can be omitted and that can lead to unfair comments but I do not 
believe there will be much of tliis if. any at all.
